Hamburg, Jan. 31. O. S. The Treaty of Subfidy, 
which the King of Swedenas Landgrave of Hefle, has 
concluded with the Britith Court, is to continue for 
four Years; amongit other things it is therein ftipulated, 
* That the Heflian Troops which are to pals over into 
* England, thall be in the Pay of Great Britain, :: That 
they fhall not be employed in Men of War, nor fent 
into the Plantations ; but that they .dall, ferve: for no 
other Purpofe than tor the Defence-of Great, Britain 
and her Allies in the Low Countries: That the Charge 
of their Frantportation, bota going and coming, fhall 
be defrayed by Great Britain ; and that when there 
fhall be no further Occation for them in that. King- 
dom, they fhall be complete ; 1f not, eighty Crowns 
fhall be paid for every Horfeman that fhall be wanting, 
and thirty for every Foot Soldier.’ ’Tis alfo faid,* That 
190,000 Crowns per Annum fhould be paid to the 
King of Sweden, to longas the Heffian, Troops ‘fhall 
remain in the Pay of Great Britain : That this Subtidy 
fhall be augmented to 250,000 Crowns per Annum, 
during the Term of the Treaty, in cafe that thefz 
Troops fhould be difin {fed before the Determination 
thereof; and that if England fhould have Need of a 
. greater Nomber, they thould be furnifhed. upon the 

fame Footing, &. 
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Hague, Feb. 17. According to fome private Letters 
from Sweden, the late dreadtul Fire that happened at 
Gottenvourg, was owing to the Malice of fome wicked 
People towards the Eaft-lndia Company eftablith’d there ; 
and they have fo far fueceeded in their Detign, that not 
only a great Part of the Tea brought by the laft Shipping, 
is actually confumed, but alfo the Hoults of mott of the 
Captains and Officers belonging to that Company, and 
particularly that magnificent Structure ercéted by Mr. 
James Schutz; and the Houfe of another Dircétor was 
preferved, but with great Difficulty. They write trom 
Copenhagen, that the general Opinion there is, that the 
Lofs the Swedith Eatt Ind'a Company has filtained by 
this Fire, will very prosably compleat its Ruin, the ra- 
ther becaufe it is certain, that the Scnate have not of late 
looked with fo favourable an Eye on that Commerce as 
at the Beginning, which is thought to be owing to its not 
taking off any great Quantity either of the Commodities 
or Mannfactures of the Kingdom, From Vienna we 
learn, that Field Marthal Konigfeg is not to ferve in the 
next Campaign, but to remain in that City, and that. all 
tne Military Conferences are to be held for the future in 
his Prefence, and at his Apartment. 

Hague Feb. 18. There is nothing very material on the 
Anvil at prefent, the State waiting for the Iffue of Count 
Waffenaer’s Negotiations at the French Court. We 
begin to defpair of being able to relieve Bruffels : The 
Advices we receiv’d from thence laft Night reprefent 
itas good as furrender’d. The French have made a 
dreadtul Fire at their three Attacks there, and puthed on 
their Works as tar as the Palifades. It is true, they lofe 
Men before the Town; but Count Saxe, who both 
Night and Day vifits every Poft and every Attack, fays 
that he will lofe bis Life rather than not carry the Place 
and make the Garrifon Prifoners of War, This is the 
very Thing that is moft dreaded here; for it is not pro- 
bable thatthe luhavitants, nor even Commandant, will 
expofe themfilves to a general Affault. Some Letters 
from Liege aud Antwerp have already mentioned Bruf- 
{els as taken upon Condition that the Garrifon thould 
not ferve for 18 Mouths to come againtt the French King 
and his, Allies. But this News is premature; for the 
Advices whichthe State receivedithis Day by an Exprefs, 
inform us, that the Garrifon ftill defended themfelves ye- 
fterday. Morniyg. The Abbe de la Ville’s Secretary 
gives out, that the Commandant has already demanded 
to capitulate; butthat Count Saxe would hear of no o- 
ther Terms than making the Garrifon Prifoners of War.
